Open House Saturday 


Last Saturday there was an open 
house, at a warehouse in 
Wilmington. Most of the visitors 
were fez wearing men, members 
of the Ancient Arabic Order of 
Nobles of the Mystic Shrine. 
There were visitors from 
Wilmington, too, and a few other 
communities. Perhaps three or 
four thousand persons were in that 
warehouse, down at the end of 
Fordham Road. 

Sometime in June the nearly 15 
thousand members of Aleppo 
Shrine, in Boston, will vote on 
whether or not the Shriners will 
move their temple from Boston to 
Wi . The chances are that 
they do so. 

The Temple Nobles are a 
Masonic ite. The members 
are divided into a number of 
organizations, all a part of the 
Temple. Some of those 
org: tions will participate in 
the Memorial Day Parade, in 
Wilmington, making it 
the grandest Memorial Day 
Parade ever. The number is ex- 
pected to be over 300, including the 
Temple Aleppo Oriental Band, one 
of the finest in the Shriners, one 
which has won a number of 
national ips. 

The Oriental Band doesn't wear 
a fez. It is in an All Arabic 
costume, and plays weird in- 
struments. Spectators do a double 
take, when they see the band, and 
another when they hear it.

The shoes have curved toes, 
right out of the tales of Haroun El 
Raschid, and the ancient legends 
of the Near East.

but some time in the future that 38 
acres of land could be valuable 
property. The zoning is industrial. 
The land is off Route 93, and only 
18 miles from Boston. 

The Nobles have looked at Bar- 
bos Warehouse. That big, big 
toom is an ideal place for drills. It 
could be an ideal place for 
meetings - with thousands of per- 
sons being present, all seated. 
Perhaps not all 15 thousand 
members of Aleppo Temple could 
be in that room at one time - but 
thousands of them could be there 
with no discomfort. i 

Barbo’s Warehouse could be a 
fine place for Aleppo Temple. The 
Milustrious Potentate and other of- 
ficers have discussed the idea with 
Wilmington’s selectmen and other 
officials. 

The view generally adopted is 
that Aleppo Temple, as a non- 
profit organization, needs pay no 
taxes on the building.
